you going to get it? 


This is the opinion of Walter 


Thomas, 
manager 
• of the 
Adams 


Produce Company, who is better •ac- 
quainted with the turkey market 
lhan any other man in Rush county. 


In his opinion, the price of 
full 


dressed turkeys will be near thirty 
cents a pound. 
Last year they 


were five cents less. The reason for 
the 'marked increase is due' to the 
scarcity of turkeys, lucre are very 
few because the weather has been 
very unfavorable. 


So far as the rest of that Thanks- 


giving dinner is concerned, it will 


' cost about the same as last year, 
with a few exceptions. Take the gro- 
cer's word for that. On the whole 
the cost of the dinner will be higher 
•because of the increase in the price 
of turkeys. 


Of course, that. class of the com- 


monwealth which, about Thanksgiv- 
ing time, stretches, yawns and ob- 
serves with that far-away look, so 
common to this season. "Well, I 
like chicken better than turkey any- 
way," will be very easily satisfied 
because chicken prices are normal. 
They are no higher than they were 
last year, but some of their by-pro- 
ducts hare taken the 
customary 


advance in price. 


The general run of 
things that 


conspire to bring on cases of acute 
indigestion "the day after" are prac- 
tically the same as last year. The 
cold, damp weather did not damage 
the oyster crop one whit. 
Oysters 


are flourishing as usual 
and may 


be found in their usual place in the 
dressing on the celebrated holiday. 
For the massive dish of mashed po- 
tatoes, without which no TtTanksgiv- 
ing dinner would be fit to gather 
around, .can be purchased for the 
customary price, if not a little less, 
and the process of mashing them: 
•will be more costly than it ever was. 
Cranberries to make the sauce have 
nliown no. increase and the same is 
true of celery, pickles, crackers and 
other knicknacks that help to make 
Thanksgiving day one to be thankful 
for. 
' 


But when the housewife contem- 


plates oranges, she must stay her 
hand. They are going to cost more. 
If she has any fruit salad, she will 
find that her oranges will increase 
the price of the salad and she will 
have to lessen the size of the help- 
ings or pay more, one of the two. 


As for the turkey market, it is in 


a chaotic state. The European de- 
mand has been shut down by th« 
war, due to the lack of shipping fa- 
cilities but this has not affected the 
local market because there are no 
turkeys here. The cold, damp weath- 
er of the spring and summer was not 
. conducive to their good health and 


many of them died.

Subject of Broad Study. 


That 10,000 consumptives annual 


ly go west to die is the statement 
nuide by the U. S. Public Health 
Service, as the result of investiga 
tioiis recently completed. The tu 
berculosis population of Western 
Texas and New Mexico is estimated 
to exceed 50,000, and from 20 per 
cent, to CO per cent of the families 
have some member who is or was in- 
fected. The consumptive' popalatibn 
who have migrated from 
other 


States is more than 2,000 at Albu: 
querque, above 3,000 at El Paso, and 
3,500'at San Antonio. The efffeet: 
of the transportation of thousands 
of consumptive^ to and from the re- 
sort cities upon the health of fellow 
travelers; the dangers arising to the 
communities themselves from thfe in- 
flux of invalids, and the social and 
economic results, are the subject of 
this broad and interesting study. 


Contrary to general opinion, the 


migration of the tuberculous is in- 
creasing. Practically every resort 
city of the country is today receiv- 
ing more consumptives than ever, al- 
though in most instances this in- 
crease has not kept pace with that 
of the population. Tables of death 
rates of the principal resort cities 
clearly demonstrate this fact. • In 
other words, more people seek cli- 
matic cure for tuberculosis at pres- 
ent than at" any previous time. 


The percentage of deaths from 


tuberculosis occurring within 
a. 


short period of arrival is lessening. 
This is encouraging, and indicates 
that the educational propaganda to 
keep far advanced cases at home 
has been of benefit. 
Nevertheless, 


as high as 15 per cent, of all deaths 
occur within 30 days after arrival. 
This shows that many were in a 
dying "condition when they were: 
transferred.

per • cent of 
all 


deaths occur within 6 months of ar- 
rival, indicating that many consump- 
tives go to the West too late to be 
benefited. Instances are cited of 
death overtaking sufferers oh trains 
and in stations. 


The sanitation of railway coaches 


and the precaution observed whHe in 
transit receive particular attention. 
The average consumptive exercises

precautionary measure. 
The 


care given cars at terminals has an 
important bearing upon the situa- 
tion, and 
the necessity 
for 
the 


greatest thoroughness in the sani- 
tation of cars at. resort terminals is 
emphasized. Means for 
regulating 


the evil . of traveling consumptives 
arc considered. Hospital cats, se- 
gregation, quarantine, and 
other 


schemes, are shown to be impracti- 
cable. 
The public must, therefore, 


look to reasonable sanitary meas- 
ures for protection. 


Dust, confinement, altitude, and 


parting from friends, are declared to 
be often detrimental to patients,.es- 
pecially those in the later stages of 
the disease. Cases of this nature 
should invariably be guided by pro- 
fessional 
advice. . Accompaniment 


by friends wherever possible is 
urged. 


Marked antagonism has developed 


in many western cities toward tu- 
berculosis sufferers. Great /Umotilty 
is at. times encountered in securing 
hotel accommodations and 
boavd- 


ing places. Even'hospital'care is 
occasionally denied, to those amply 
supplied with funds. Part of this 
feeling is due to objectionable con- 
duct on the / part of consumptives 
themselves, and also to fear of. the 
disease. Much of it is unreasonable 
and unjust. Even in towns largely 
composed, of the* invalid class this 
feeling is sometimes manifested. In 
some other cities, mt least,, it-lg tlue 
to .a aetetanined^feffofi' t|.

TWO SIZES ARE SPECIFIED 


Each Provides For Coin Holders to 


Assist Gamers" in Collection 


of Money. 


The rural mail boxes are to be 


standardized by the United States 
postofflce department, according to 
information from Washington. The 
order making all mail 
boxes 
alike 


will not take effect until July 1 so 
that there will be ample time to make 
the change. A standard coin holder 
has been adopted as a feature of all 
star and rural routes. 


The 
postmaster-general's 
an- 


nouncement says: "The 
specifica- 


tions' adopted provide for boxes in 
two sizes, one 18j inches long, 6J 
inches wide, 7J inches high, and the 
other 234 inches long, 11 inches wide 
and 14 inches high. 


"The smaller of the two boxes is 


slightly larger than the box now in 
use, though in general respects the 
requirements for this new box and 
for the old ones are much the same. 
The second box is much larger than 
those now in use on rural routes and 
is designed to supply the needs of 
.patrons who are regular mailers of 
parcel post and find the present box 
too small for their purpose. 


"The new specifications for both 


types of boxes provide 
for 
coin 


holders to assist carriers in the col- 
lection of money left by patrons for 
postage. .At present, when the pa- 
trons of rural or star routes do not 
have.stamps to cover letters or par- 
cels left for collecting, the practice 
is to leave the money loose in the 
box. 
This involves waste of time 


and effort by. the'carrier while'reach- 
ing into many boxes on his route to 
be certain whether money has been 
left in there, and if so, to collect it 
all. 
All such deposits will now be 


placed in the coin holders. This will 
be a simple device of galvanized iron 
and riveted to the left of the inside 
of the box. 


"All mail boxes put in service af- 


ter July 1, 1916, by patrons of rural 
and star routes must conform to the 
new specifications. 
Manufacturers 


of mail boxes who desire the.author- 
ization of the use of their boxes ^up- 
on rural and star routes will be re- 
quired to- submit for 
approval a 


sample box of each size. The manu- 
facture of boxes shall be deferred 
until the receipt of notice that the 
sample has been approved by the de- 
partment. 


"The box must be .well painted 


with a coat of aluminum bronze, 
covering all outside sxvrfaces except 
the flag signal. 
The latter, which 


will serve to give notice whether the 
box contains mail 
for collection, 


must be painted on both sides with 
two coats of red paint. The words: 
'U. S. Mail, approved by postmas- 
ter-general,' in well-defined letters 
and uniformly spaced, must be em-1 


bossed upon the door'of each box. 
The 
-box owner's name must 
be 


stenciled in black letters jiot .Jess 
than one inch high on both sides of 
the boxes."
